Mr.  Read  became  president  of 
FEE  when  it  was  organized  in 
1946.  Since  1961  he  also  has 
been  president  of  Irvington 
Press,  publishers  of  "The  Free- 
man," a monthly  magazine 
which  calls  itself  an  "education- 
al champion  of  private  property, 
the  free  market,  the  profit  and 
loss  system  and  limited  govern- 
ment.” 

The  63-year-old  executive  is 
a prolific  writer  in  the  field  of 
government  and  economics.  He 
has  written  articles  for  numer- 
ous periodicals  and  regularly 
contributes  to  "The  Freeman.” 

IN  THE  JANUARY  1962  is- 
sue of  "The  Freeman”  he  de- 
scribed his  philosophy  as  one 
"which  concedes  that  each  in- 
dividual is  an  end  in  himself.” 

This  philosophy,  he  observed, 
"precludes  the  practice  of  the 
few  using  the  many  as  a means. 
It  is  diametrically  opposed  to 
the  socialistic  scheme  under 
which  most  of  us  unwillingly 
serve  as  means  to  the  nefarious 
ends  of  those  exercising  unprin- 
cipled political  power.” 

From  1919-25  Mr.  Read  was 
president  of  Ann  Arbor  Pro- 
duce Company,  and  in  1927  he 
served  as  secretary  of  the  Bur- 
lingame, Calif.,  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 


Prophet 
respected/ 
says  Elder 

“The  persecution  and  hatred 
of  Joseph  Smith  was  localized 
and  confined  to  a minority 
group.  Outside  of  this  immed- 
iate area  he  was  respected  and 
admired  as  a prophet-states- 
man.” 

Mr.  Dix  W.  Price,  senior  mem- 
ber of  the  Phoenix  Stake  High 
Council  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
made  this  statement  at  yester- 
day's devotional  as  being  the 
true  historical  concept  of  Joseph 
Smith. 

MR.  PRICE  began  his  search 
of  the  true  concept  of  Joseph 
Smith  when  as  a little  boy  he 
rebelled  at  the  idea  that  Joseph 
was  a blank  page  in  history — 
a persecuted,  hated  man.  To 
authenticate  the  true  answer  he 
has  spent  five  years  going 
through  every  did  newspaper 
and  periodical  of  Joseph  Smith’s 
time  in  the  Library  of  Congress. 

"Joseph  Smith’s  views  were 
headline  news  when  expressed, 
Mr.  price  said.  His  views  on 
Texas  were  published  in  almost 
every  major  newspaper  In  the 
nation. 

WHENEVER  HE  SPOKE, 
vrowds  gathered.  The  auditor- 
ium was  packed  when  he  spoke 
in  Washington.  Even  his  most 
bitter  enemies  were  generally 
overcome  if  he  could  get  their 
ears,  claimed  Mr.  Price. 

In  1839  when  he  was  in  Wash- 
ington for  confiscation  of  prop- 
erty redress  he  was  given  an 
honorable  reception.  He  was 
greeted  by  the  Illinois  delega- 
tion of  Congress,  the  Judiciary 
Committee  of  the  Senate  and 
visited  with  the  President  of  the 
United  States. 

Mr.  Price  pointed  out  that 
great  men  were  his  friends. 
Among  them.  Governor  Ford, 
Senator  Douglas,  Josiah  Quincy, 
the  mayor  of  Boston,  and  Abra- 
ham Lincoln.  These  men  respec- 
ted him  and  visited  with  him 
frequently. 

IN  1841  WHEN  he  ran  for 
U.S.  President,  he  was  recog- 
nized as  a great  statesman  of 
the  day.  His  debate  with  Clay 
and  Calhoun  was  given  excel-

$15  thousand 
library  fund 
given  to  BYU 

The  widow  of  a former  U.  S. 
consul  to  France  has  estab- 
lished a $15,000  fund  to  purchase 
language  and  literature  books 
for  the  BYU  Library. 

UNDER  ITS  provisions  $7500 
will  be  allocated  tot  pur- 
chasing French  medieval  liter- 
ature books,  and  $7500  will  be 
for  other  language  books.  This 
second  half  will  be  pro-rated  ac- 
cording to  foreign  language 
student  enrollment. 

The  late  Mrs.  Lucienne  Sa- 
myn,  widow  of  former  U.  S. 
consul  Milton  B.  Kirk  and  a na- 
tive of  France,  became  acquaint- 
ed with  the  BYU  Library  last 
fall  while  visiting  her  daughter 
on  campus.  When  she  returned 
to  her  home,  and  prior  to  her 
death,  she  asked  that  the  fund 
be  established. 

MRS.  SAMYN’S  daughter, 
Mrs.  Marguerite  Gharda,  will 
administer  the  fund. 

Mrs.  Gharda’s  quest  for 
French  medieval  books  already 
has  turned  up  a rare  Dook  pub- 
lished in  1734  entitled  "Treatise 
oj  Nobility  and  History  of 
Names  and  Peoples  and  Places 
in  Middle  Ages.” 

THE  DAUGHTER  recently 
resigned  as  French  instructor 
at  BYU  to  spend  her  full  time 
selecting  and  purchasing  books 
made  possible  by  the  fund. 

This  summer  she  plans  to 
work  toward  her  Ph.D.  degree 
in  old  French  literature.  Mrs. 
Gharda’s  doctoral  studies  will 
be  at  the  Centre  De  Civilisa- 
tion Medievale  in  Poiters, 
France.  She  has  studied  exten- 
sively in  universities  in  Europe 
and  America,  and  last  year  she 
received  her  master’s  degree  at 
BYU  in  French  and  philosophy.

Pronouncements  by  the  coun- 
selors in  the  First  Presidency 
during  the  Priesthood  session  of 
General  Conference  interested 
me  very  much.  It  became  appar- 
ent in  their  remarks  that  Lat- 
ter-day Saints  who  utilize  the 
religious  impetus  of  the  Church 
in  order  to  promulgate  the  view- 
point of  a radical  political  move- 
ment abroad  in  the  land  do  not . 
enjoy  the  confidence  of  the  First 
Presidency. 

IT  WOULD  APPEAR  that 
honest  Latter-day  Saints,  in  an 
effort  to  promote  a program 
of  high  moral  integrity  among 
United  States  citizens,  have  be- 
come the  tools  of  an  untra-right 
wing  movement  and  attract  our 
attention  to  this  political  ideol- 
ogy 

Recently  such  advocates  have 
come  to  our  campus  and  have 
been  accorded  official  recogni- 
tion in  that  they  have  been  in- 
vited to  speak  to  the  student- 
body  during  our  mid-week  hour 
of  religious  worship. 

While  most  of  us  welcome  the 
opportunity  of  hearing  messages 
from  men  of  recognized  stature, 
ther  are  many  of  us  who  object 
to  the  use  of  our  Devotional  as 
the -vehicle  of  political  indoctri- 
nation. Such  messages  are 
rightly  reserved  for  our  Forum 
assemblies,  where  they ' may 
stand  on  their  own  merits. 

Indeed  it  would  seem  that  the 
speakers  invited  to  address  the 
studentbody  to  a great  extent 
represent  only  one  segment  of 
the  political  spectrum.  However, 
the  growth  of  BYU  from,  a pro- 
vincial to  an  international  in- 
stitution, for  which  the  Admin- 
istration justifiably  receives  the 
praise  of  The  Church,  brings 
young  people  with  other  polit- 
ical convictions  to  this  campus. 

IT  WOULD  therefore  be  a 
more  equitable  policy  for  us  to 
have  the  opportunity  of  hearing 
from  equally  respected  and  cap- 
able men  whose  viewpoints  are 
not  necessarily  representative  of 
. those  of  the  Administration. 

Let  us  also  realize  that  polit- 
ical ideologies  are  the  philoso- 
phies of  men,  and  that,  regard- 
less of  differences  of  opinion, 
those  of  us  who  are  LDS  are 
bound  together  by  stronger  ties 
of  brotherhood  and  testimony.

According  to  Ernest  L.  Ol- 
son, director  of  BYU  publica- 
tions, the  reason  for  the  1962- 
1964  catalog  is  to  "eliminate  one 
year  of  struggle  and  work." 

THERE  WILL  be  nothing 
new  added  to  the  catalog.  It 
will  be  the  same  size  and  num- 
ber of  pages.  Teachers  and  de- 
partment heads  have  been  asked 
to  plan  ahead  in  their  programs 
for  no  supplement  to  the  cata- 
log will  be  printed. 

Mr.  Olson  cautioned  students 
to  preserve  and  plan  to  use  their 
new  catalogs  for  the"  two-yeS? 
period  because  the  number  of 
catalogs  ordered  doesn't  ac- 
count for  duplicates. 

Thirty-five  thousand  copies 
have  been  ordered  to  cover  the 
two  years  in  contrast  to  the  16,- 
500  number  ordered  yearly. 
-However,  if  they  were  printing 
catalogs  yearly  they  would  have 
to  order  3,000  more  than  the 
35.000  number. 

MR.  OLSON  explained  that 
compiling  the  catalog  is  a uni- 
versity-wide project.  Each  year 
the  catalog  has  been  printed 
with  completely  new  material; 
it  is  not  a matter  of  simply  re- 
shuffling old  material. 

This  means  that  60  depart- 
ment chairmen,  11  deans,  direc- 
tors. administration  and  fac- 
ulty had  to  organize  and  submit 
anew  the  material  they  wished 
printed. 

ALSO  INVOLVED  in  the 
work  of  publishing  the  catalog 
are  four  students  working  part- 


time  and  one  student  working 
full-time  with  Mr.  Olson.  They 
begin  preparing  the  catalog  in 
October. 

After  compiling,  the  copy  is 
sent  to^the  BYU  Press  where 
the  type  setting  is  done.  This 
takes  several  months.  The  proof 
reading  is  also  done  here  and 
the  copy  is  brought  to  its  final 
form. 

ALL  THE  METAL  is  then 

carefully  packed  in  boxes  and 
transported  by  truck  to  Deseret 
News  Press  in  Salt  Lake  City.

He  said  he  found  repeated  com- 
plimentary and  honorable  stor- 
ies in  papers  from  The  frontier 
towns  to  the  large  cities.  ' 

THUS  JOSEPH  SMITH  was 
not  a blank  page  in  history,  but 
in  fact,  the  prophet  of  the  res- 
toration and  a great  nationally 
recognized  statesman  of  his  day, 
Mr.  PriPe  concluded.
